President Roosevelt,, he says, had. de- 
clared in his message to. congress that 
we were to do for the Filipinos fnr 
more than any other nation, had ever 
done for a tropical peopte, and that 
•we «rere to fit them for self-govern- 
ment after the manner of r«aliy fr&e 
races. He said he stood with Presi- 
dent Roosevelt in his policy and 
against that advocated: by General 
Wheaton, -which would mean colonial 
servitude like that of Java and India.

A waist that cuts the wearer at the 


back of the neck is one of the most un- 
comfortable-things that can be wora, 
but the fault cannot be obviated by 
! cutting out the neck at the'back and 
pciling the collar farther down, as is 
generally attempted. The trouble lies 
almost without exception in the shoul- 
der seams, which are too tight or in 
the lack of material directly across the 
shoulders. 
An apparently hopeless 


waist may often be redeemed from ut- 
ter failure by having a piece inserted 
at the shoulder seams and then being 
pulled down into the correct position.
